The following facts regarding the 


new defender ol" the America's cup in 
tlie international races to be held off 
Sandy Hook in August of this year 
with Sir Xhotnas Liptou'a latest chal- 
lenger, Shamrock III., have been ob- 
tained from the llerresboff shipyard, 
at Bristol, R. I., -where tbe defender is 
now building, says .Toliu It. Spears, the 
yachting expert, i" the New York 
World: 


The source I know to be fully trust- 


worthy, and, -what is still more impor- 
tant, the facts as given will be found 
to bear the impress -if truth on tbe face 
of lufiu, for they t.liow very clearly 
that the new boat is, a legitimate devel- 
opment of the previous models de- 
signed by Captain Nat llerresboff, and, 
if one may judge from a bare statement 
of dimensions, they indicate a boat 
th'at -will show a decided increase of 
speed over anything yet built or design- 
ed for use in yachting weather. 


We learn, first of all, that tbe new 


boat has eighty-two frames and that 
they are spaced 'twenty inches apart 
from center to center. On the suppo- 
sition that the stem will be found twen- 
ty inches beyond the first frame and 
tbe taffrail twenty inches abaft the 
last one, the new boat will be 138 feet 
i inches long over all. Now, although 
no such authoritative statements as 
this Lave ever couie from within the 
Herreshoff yard in regard to either the 
Constitution or Columbia, there are 
excellent reasons for believing that tbe 
two old boats that competed for the 
honors two years ago were near 132 
feet long. -We know, in fact, that each 
liad seventy-seven frames and that the 
frames were spaced twenty inches 
apart from center to center. Calculat- 
ing as above, this would make the rac- 
ers just 131 feet 8 inches long over all. 
We are therefore assured that the new 
boat is at least six feet longer over all 
than the old ones were, and she may 
be seven feet longer. 


This means, first, that the new boat 


will have longer lines under water as 
she heels to the wind, and it means, 
tco, that as she heels there will be 
more ship, so to speak, to resist the 
pressure of the wind. Thus the new 
defender when upright will have a 
racing length of not more than ninety 
feet oil tbe water, but when the wind 
lays her over and brings her over- 
hangs into the water her wetted length 
may increase to 120 arid possibly to 
125 feet. The wetted length will in- 
crease rapidly with every degree added 
to the angle of inclination, and the in- 
crease of six feet in over all length- 
means a considerable increase of abil- 
ity to carry a larger spread of canvas. 
It also means a considerable increase 
In her ability to resist the tendency to 
make l.eeway. 


The next statement of dimensions is 


that the new defender is 25 feet 6 
inches broad over all. 
The Constitu- 


tion is 25 feet 2'^ inches broad, and the 
new boat is therefore three and a half 
inches wider than the old. The Colum- 
bia was but 24.17 feet wide, and the 
new defender is therefore a little more 
than a foot and a third wider than 
Columbia. 
She will carry more sail 


than the narrower ship, and more sail 
means more power to drive tbe hull 
through the water. In fact, it is fair 
to presume that tbe increased length 
over all and the Increased beam may 
enable the new boat to carry more than 
15.000 feet of canvas in. her plain sail 
dress, as it has hitherto been rumored 
that she would do. 


It is in the matter of displacement 


in. the shape and area of the under- 
water body of the new ship that she is 
most interesting. We are told that ia 
the new boat the crew "will have to 
walk ou their hands aud knees" when 
they go into the hold. For, while the 
depth from tbe top of tbe crowu of 
tbe deck frames to tbe top of tbe lead 
is 17 feet 5% inches at the point of 
greatest depth, so much of that dis- 
tance is occupied by the fin keel above 
the lead and by the web of the frames 
-above the fin that the 'tweeu decks 
space is too l<v.v for a mau to stand ; 
erect in.

inches; greatest width on top, 21 Inches 
and It tapers both ways to a width of 
four inches at the end. The greatest 
width Is at the center of the length 
greatest depth of the keel, 7 feet 7 
inches. 


And as to the sail area to be carried 


we have certain most significant di- 
mensions of the new mast. It is built 
in sections, and its diameter is twenty- 
six inches, which is four and a half 
inches greater than the diameter of 
the mast of either Constitution or Co- 
lumbia. What the length of the mast 
is to be we do not know, but we know 
two other most significant facts. The 
new mast is to have ten bulb stee] 
stiffeners running lengthwise where 
the masts of the older racers had but 
eight, and there is a strengthening 
diaphragm or flange every fifty inches 
where the masts of Columbia and Con- 
stitution had flanges every seven feet. 


With the greater diameter and the 


increase in the number of stiffeuers 
and flanges the new mast is not far 
from twice as strong as the older 
masts; it will stand double the strain 
or pressure from the wind. It is also 
heavier by 20 per cent or more. Now, 
the masts of Columbia and Constitu- 
tion that were used in their races were 
of ample strength for the canvas they 
spread. It is therefore absolutely cer- 
tain that the new mast with its extra 
weight has been made thus doubly 
strong not through fear of accident, 
but in order to cany a very greatly 
increased area of canvas. 


The dead rise of the new boat is two 


feet less than that of Columbia or 
Constitution. The iriast will be step- 
ped between frames 35 and 3C, count- 
ing from the bow, and it will therefore 
be about ten feet forward of a point 
midway between the bow and the 
stern. From the crown of the frame 
to the top of the lead keel the distance 
is 17 feet 5% inches. From the top of 
the lead to the bottom is 7 feet 7 
inches. The new boat has the sharpest 
or hardest bilges and the sharpest 
turn at tbe garboards of any defender 
ever built.

ment erect a national hotel in Wash- 
ington, to cover a whole block, and 
with e'ach side so' constructed of red, 
w,hite and blue bricks as to look like 
a huge national flag. To increase the 
realism of the-scheme tbe author pro- 
ooses that the outline as shown in 
brick should be wavy, as if the flag 
were tossed in the breeze. He wants 
the hotel to be a skyscraper, so it can 
be seen from a long distance as the 
people of the country ride into the cap- 
ital on the cars. The caravansary is to 
be for politicians chiefly, and there is 
to be a large convention hall, with ca- 
pacious cloakrooms, in which politi- 
cians by thousands may pull wires.

SAMPSON'S AFFLICTION 


Side Lights on the Admiral 


Health During Spanish War. 


THE LATEST PHASE OF THE OA8E 


Bin Subordinate* Said to Have Done 


Much That HUM Been Attributed to 
tbe Worth Atlantic Squadron's Com- 
mander—Part Played by 
Cbttdwlc-k and Lieutenant Stuuntuu 
The establishment beyond doubt of 


the fact that the late Admiral William 
T. Sampson was suffering from the <!is 
ease which finally killed him a full 
year- before he was assigned to the 
command of a squadron iu the wai 
with Spain has made clear many 
things which before were only hinted 
at, says a special dispatch from Wash- 
ington to the New York Times. Many 
of these things have long been known 
in Washington, but have never been 
published. Yet it has been well known 
to naval officers and others that long 
before his mental trouble was openly 
acknowledged Admiral Sampson was 
in no condition to transact important 
business. This made ridiculous to those 
who were aware of the circumstances 
the assertion that the admiral's illness 
was caused by criticism of his naval 
operations. It also accounts for the in-- 
dignation of his friends over criticism 
which, it is said, might more properly 
have been bestowed upon some of his 
subordinates. 


At the sessions of the Cuban commis- 


sion, of which Admiral Sampson was a 
member, the bad condition of his 
health was manifest to his colleagues. 
The commission was often obliged to 
transact its business without him, and 
during its sessions he was frequently 
unaware of what was going on. 


That he was a victim of aphasia dur- 


ing the campaign is established now. 
There was only pity for the admiral. 
Whatever criticism there has been 
among those who knew the facts has 
been made upon those who, knowing 
his condition, sent tbe sick man to com- 
mand a fleet in -war time and perform 
exhausting duties. 


The strain upon him, of course, was 


greatly lessened by his Immediate sub- 
ordinates, .who took charge of much of 
his work. This is particularly true of 
laptain F. E. Chadwick, his flag cap- 
tain and adviser. It has been hinted 
:hat Captain Chadwick was responsi- 
ble for much that was done at San- 
tiago. Another of those who took the 
admiral's work upon their shoulders 
was Lieutenant Sidney A. Staunton, 
his flag lieutenant. 


It was Lieutenant Staunton who 


wrote the famous Fourth of July dis- 
patch beginning, "The fleet under my 
command." It was Staunton also, it is 
said, who prevented the sending of 
Commodore Schley's dispatch announc- 
ing the victory. It is understood that 
t-"was Staunton-who wrote the "Gun- 
ner Morgan letter" and who read the 
proofs of Maclay's history. 


During the progress of the court of 


inquiry, held in Washington last year, 
a strong effort was made by counsel to 
show that in fact it was Captain Chad- 
wick and not Admiral Sampson who 
did most of the things complained of 
by them. For instance, that it -was 
Captain Chadwick who received the 
Cuban signal code from Commander 
McCalla and who did not communicate 
t to Commodore Sehley, as a result of 
which Sehley lost three days at Cien- 
fuegos. Captain Chadwick himself tes- 
tified that he advised Admiral Samp- 
son against sending a dispatch congrat- 
ulating Sehley on his success in finding 
the Spaniards at Santiago.

EIOITIHG INCIDENTS OH THE BAIL 


Chance* Taken by Engineer* Grown 


Curelen Througrli Familiarity With 
Danger llelated by Trainmen—A 
Veteran'* Opinion of tbe Propoitl- 
tlun For Keeyinv Three Men on 
Locomotive*. 
The agitation for "three men to an 


engine," revived aud strengthened by 


' the disaster near Westfield, on the 


Central Railroad of New Jersey tracks, 
finds indorsement among railroad em- 
ployees, says the New York Times. 
They cannot'be outspoken publicly on 
a question which., though It affects 
them directly, is considered by general 
managers and division superintendents 
to be none of their business, but among 
themselves they point out that almost 
every disastrous collision in recent 
years in all human probability would 
Jiave been averted had the engineer 
had an assistant lookout. 


Enginemen, brakemen and conduct- 


ors, homeward bound after their runs, 
tell tales in the smoker of incidents of 
railroading that had they been wit- 
nessed by passengers would hare in- 
duced nervous prostration. That fa- 
'miliarlty with ever present peril which 
breeds contempt in the most cautious 
of engineers is instanced by these men 
as the chief argument in favor of the 
plan of having an assistant engineer, 
though the danger of the man in con- 
trol of the rushing machine falling 
dead or going insane is given. due 
•weight. 
These latter contingencies, 


they say, are exceptional. The care- 
lessness resulting from long associa- 
tion with danger is ever present. 
. A story illustrative of another source1 
of peril, fortunately rare, was told the 
day after the recent wreck. It dealt 
"with one of the most popular en- 
gineers on a road leading from New 
York. He was to take out a special 
on whlch-were several members of the 
board- of directors. The man was ob- 
viously "under the weather" and fell 
.as he descended from his cab to make 
a last inspection of the slides and rods. 
For an .instant heil'ay as if paralyzed, 
witlT'his legs .between th,e drivers, but 
only for an instant. The fireman, who 
had been peering apprehensively up at 
him from the after deck, was at his 
side with a single bound and struck 
.him a violent blow across the face 
with his greasy cap. 


"Make out we're skylarking," he 


said, "or our folks '11 notice you and 
you'll lose your job." 


Quickly he raised his mate to his 


feet 
Then.-he boosted bun, laughing 


and striking back, up.to the footboard. 
Then he jammed him on his seat at the 
lever, struck him one final blow and. 
agile a« a cat, climbed back to his own 
place with a broad grin on his face. 
None of the witnesses who understood 
the incident interfered, and two min- 
utes 'later ^when the air whistle sound- 
ed the special rolled away on her 
course to the mountains and the for- 
ests as "though controlled by the clear- 
est brain- and steadiest. hand on the 
whole long line. 


The engineer is dead. He did not 


die that day,- nor did any of those who 
rode behind -or before him suffer as a 
result of bis condition. But it was a 
long chance. 


They told one story on one train of 


an engineer on another line who was 
running at a fifty second clip through 
a ten mile stretch of forest with more 
than a dozen crowded cars when his 
pipe went out. His racing locomotive, 
so the tale ran, was one of the newest 
type, built to meet the requirements of 
modern traffic. 
The firebox was the 


full width of the widest sleeping car, 
so that the greatest'volume and pres- 
sure of steam could be developed. This 
left no room for the crew to stand be- 
side it So the driver stands all alone 
in his cab just back of the roaring 
stack, where his view of the-track is 
of the best, and his stokers—for there 
often must be more than one—protect- 
ed by a massive steel wind shield, leap 
from tender to furnace on a narrow 
firing deck set low down at the rear of 
the whole machine. 


This engineer struck several matches, 


bat he couldn't hold the fire. Then, so 
the story went, he climbed out of his 
cab, back along the narrow running 
board, through the wind shield to the 
firing deck, lit bis pipe, spoke to Jus 
subordinate and then slowly wended 
his way back to where he belonged. A 
casual observer with frightened face 
glued to the pane of tbe forward car 
did not compute the time all this took, 
for he was glad only to kuow that he 
was alive. This story created not even 
surprise In the little group that heard 
it 


A grizzled engineer who has spent 


the greater part of his life at the lever 
put the proposition this way: 


"By law it is required that every 


ferryboat shall carry two men in her 
pilothouse.

night work and uight temptations. 
They are tales to make mothers go 
down upon their knees aud pray tha 
the curse of these horrors may be liftei 
from tlie state. 


The night working child is robbed of 


hor childhood. She becomes oid long 
before her time of maturity. Childish 
plays are soon forgotten, and many 
childish-joys are never known. With 
the knowledge tbat she has become 
self supporting often comes a feeling of 
independence that develops iuto a sur- 
ly rebellion against all wholesome re 
strain t. 


This feeling and the general atmos- 


phere of neglect that environs her 
young life tend to take her away from 
the softening influence of religion. The 
clergymen of the anthracite region. 

Catholic and Jewish, agree 
that this is so. It makes one of the 
chisf 
objections raised 
by Bishop 


Spalding. There are many good and 
even noble characters among the night 
workers, but there are a few who are 
morally unfit to associate with inno-

moral ones may be traced to circuia- 
stances connected with their work. 


The utter loneliness and unloveli- 


ne-5S of the Bight workers of maturer 
years are the causes of many early and 
unhappy marriages. Their eagerness to 
escape from the life of drudgery im- 
pels them to accept without hesitation 
tlie first opportunity to escape from it. 
If that opportunity comes in the form 
of a worthless husband, the poor girl 
[>;iys the price of lifelong misery for 
icr release. I'oor boards and charita- 
ble organizations are often the last re- 
sources of the disappointed ones. 


The lack of even a fair rudimentary 


education has been pointed out as pnc 
of the ctil effects of nightly toil. The 
day worker has an opportunity to at- 
tend the night school during the wiu- 
.er months. The night worker has no 
chance to learn the rudiments either 
)y night or by day. 
George W. Phillips, superintendent 


of schools for the city of Scrauton, said 
.0 me: 
"The ignorance of even the elements 


jf an education that prevails among 
he night working children is an in- 
h'ctment of our factory laws. There 
nay be disputes concerning the cause 
f this deplorable condition, hat there 
an be no dispute concerning the con- 
dition's existence. 


"Many times in the course of a 
chool term truant officers bring to me 
tories of little ones who can neither 
read nor write. In almost every in- 
stance investigation shows that the 
illiterate children are mill workers."

Dr. Granstaff Tells cf One That He 


Found in Newark Among the 


Young People. 


The Marion Star, in giving an ac- 


count of a special service held in the 
Presbyterian, church of that city says: 


"A young man arose and made a 


statement about infidel literature be- 
ing placed in his hands by a man who 
came to Sunday school to distribute 
it, and how he was led into infidelity 
by reading such books.
